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1 . REAL PARTY IN INTEREST 

The real party in interest is AREV A NP, a French corporation having a place of business 
in Courbevoie, France, and the assignee of the entire right, title and interest in the above- 
identified patent application. The invention was assigned to AREVA NP by an assignment 
originating from inventors Guy Gentet, Angelo Beati and Jacques Gauthier. The most recent 
conveyance was recorded on August 20, 2008 at reel 021425, frame 0824. 

2. RELATED APPEALS AND INTERFERENCES 

Appellants, their legal representatives, and assignee are not aware of any appeal or 
interference that directly affects, will be directly affected by, or will have a bearing on the 
Board's decision in this appeal. 

3. STATUS OF CLAIMS 

Claims 1 to 28 are pending in the application. Claims 1 to 14 are canceled. Claims 15 to 
28 were rejected in the Final Office Action dated May 8, 2009. 

The rejections to claims 15 to 28 thus are appealed. A copy of appealed claims 15 to 28 
is attached hereto as Appendix A. 

4. STATUS OF AMENDMENTS 

No amendments have been filed subsequent to the May 8, 2009 Final Office Action. 

5. SUMMARY OF THE CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER 

Independent claim 15 recites a nuclear fuel assembly comprising: a group of nuclear fuel 

rods (for example, Substitute Specification page 5, line 26; for example, rods 3 in Figure 1) 
and a support skeleton (for example, Substitute Specification page 5, lines 26 to 27; for 
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example, skeleton 5 in Figure 1), the assembly comprising: two nozzles (for example, 
Substitute Specification page 6, lines 2 to 3; for example, bottom nozzle 7 and top nozzle 9 in 
Figure 1); guide tubes interconnecting the nozzles (for example, Substitute Specification page 
6, lines 9 to 10; for example, bottom nozzle 7, top nozzle 9 and guide tubes 1 1 in Figure 1); 
and spacer grids secured to the guide tubes (for example, Substitute Specification page 6, lines 
23 to 24; for example, spacer grids 13 and guide tubes 1 1 in Figure 3) and serving to hold the 
rods (for example, Substitute Specification page 6, lines 6 to 7; for example, spacer grids 13 
and rods 3 in Figure 1); the nuclear fuels rods extending along a longitudinal direction and being 
disposed in a substantially regular array (for example, Substitute Specification page 5, lines 29 
to 32; for example, rods 3 in Figure 3); the assembly including at least one support skeleton 
reinforcing device disposed between two successive spacer grids (for example, Substitute 
Specification page 7, lines 5 to 6; for example, intermediate reinforcing device 21 and spacer 
grids 13 in Figure 1) and secured to the guide tubes (for example, Substitute Specification page 
8, lines 15 to 18; for example, intermediate reinforcing device 21 and guide tubes 1 1 in Figure 
2), and the reinforcing device being disposed inside the group of rods and presenting a transverse 
extent that is less than the transverse extent of the array of rods (for example, Substitute 
Specification page 12, lines 32 to 36; for example, reinforcing plate 21, transverse extent E 
and rods 3 in Figure 9). 



6. GROUNDS OF REJECTION TO BE REVIEWED ON APPEAL 

Claims 15 to 19 and 21 to 28 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Patent No. 5,625,657 to Gallacher (hereinafter "Gallacher"). Claim 20 was rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gallacher. 
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7. ARGUMENTS 

A, 35 U.S.C §102(b) Rejections 

Claim 15 Argued Separately 

Claims 15 to 19 and 21 to 28 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Gallacher. 

Gallacher discloses a method for repairing a nuclear fuel rod assembly with a damaged 
fuel rod and/or a damaged spacer. The "nuclear fuel rod assembly [has] a plurality of spaced 
apart grid spacers comprising an arrangement of a first plurality of grid strips intersecting each 
other to form a first plurality of spacer cells through which fuel rods extend and for maintaining 
the fuel rods in a predetermined position within said assembly, an upper tie plate located at the 
top of said assembly, and a grid spacer having a damaged spacer cell." (Col. 2, lines 29 to 36). 

Claim 15 recites "[a] nuclear fuel assembly comprising: 
a group of nuclear fuel rods and a support skeleton, the assembly comprising:

two nozzles; 

guide tubes interconnecting the nozzles; and 

spacer grids secured to the guide tubes and serving to hold the rods; 
the nuclear fuels rods extending along a longitudinal direction and being disposed in a 
substantially regular array; 

the assembly including at least one support skeleton reinforcing device disposed 
between two successive spacer grids and secured to the guide tubes, and the reinforcing device 
being disposed inside the group of rods and presenting a transverse extent that is less than the 
transverse extent of the array of rods." 

Gallacher fails to teach or show "at least one support skeleton reinforcing device disposed 
between two successive spacer grids and secured to the guide tubes," as required in claim 15. 
The Office Action is in clear error in asserting in section 3 on page 2 that in Gallacher the "guide 
tubes are secured to the fuel rods and the reinforcing device is secured to the fuel rods; thus the 
guide tubes are indirectly secured to the reinforcing device." The word "secured" means "firmly 
fixed" or "fastened." (See attached copy of definitions for the word secure from 
thefreedictionary.com, on page 1, verb definition 2; page 2, verb definition 4). The guide tubes 
14 are not firmly fixed or fastened to the fuel rods 16 of Gallacher since, as acknowledged in the 
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Office Action, sliding is permitted between the fuel rods 16 and the spacer grids 18 of Gallacher. 
"Springs incorporated in the spacer grids are most frequently used to permit some sliding of the 
fuel rods with respect to the spacer grids. In some of the design s, the spacer grid is free to move 
axially a small amount to accommodate minor changes in the axial length of the fuel rods during 
irradiation." (Col. 1, lines 46 to 53) (emphasis added). Such a sliding movement between spacer 
grid and fuel rods has to be allowed, especially to allow for the longitudinal expansion of the fuel 
rods due to irradiation. While the words "most frequently" are used in this passage, this sliding 
possibility is actually present in the spacer grids of Gallacher and used to remove and reintroduce 
fuel rods when mounting the repair grid 50. (See steps c and f of col. 5, lines 9 to 44). 

The Examiner asserts on page 2 of the Advisory Action that "while the term 'secured' is 
defined as 'to fasten 5 , the term 'fasten' is defined as 'to join' or 'to connect.'" However the 
Examiner fails to cite where the definitions for "fasten" come from. The term "fasten" means "to 
attach firmly to something else, as by pinning or nailing" and "to close, as by fixing firmly in 
place." (See attached copy of definitions for the word fasten from thefreedictionary.com, on page 
1, verb definition 1 and 2). The movement allowed in Gallacher fails to "secure" the fuel rods 16 
to the spacer grids 18 and therefore fails to secure the repair grid 50 to the guide tubes 14. 

Furthermore, even if the guide tubes were secured to the fuel rods, which they are not, the 
fuel rods of Gallacher are not even secured to the reinforcing device as asserted in the Office 
Action. 

Therefore, since Gallacher does not disclose a support skeleton reinforcing device that is 
secured to guide tubes, it does not teach all limitations of claim 15, Gallacher cannot anticipate 
claim 15. 

Withdrawal of the rejection of independent claim 15 and claims 16 to 19 and 21 to 28, 
dependent on claim 15, under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) is respectfully requested. 



B. 35 U.S.C. §103(a) Rejections 

Claim 20 Argued Separately 

Claim 20 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gallacher. 
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Claim 20 is dependent on claim 19, which in turn is dependent on claim 15. Thus, in 
light of the discussion above regarding independent claim 15, withdrawal of the rejection of 
claim 20 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) is respectfully requested. 

Furthermore, on page 6 of the Final Office Action, the Examiner asserts "it would have 
been obvious through routine experimentation and optimization for one of skill in the art to 
construct the reinforcing device extend longitudinally as far as the spacer grid immediately below 
the reinforcing device." However there is no reason or motivation for one of skill in the art to 
extend the repair grid 50 of Gallacher "longitudinally as far as the spacer grid immediately below 
the reinforcing device," as claimed. The repair grid of Gallacher is only intended to cover the 
damaged fuel rod and would not extend any further. For this additional reason, the withdrawal of 
the rejection to claim 20 is respectfully requested. 
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CONCLUSION 



It is respectfully submitted that the application is in condition for allowance. Favorable 
consideration of this appeal brief is respectfully requested.

A nuclear fuel assembly comprising: 



a group of nuclear fuel rods and a support skeleton, the assembly comprising: 



two nozzles;

spacer grids secured to the guide tubes and serving to hold the rods; 



the nuclear fuels rods extending along a longitudinal direction and being disposed in a 
substantially regular array; 

the assembly including at least one support skeleton reinforcing device disposed between 



two successive spacer grids and secured to the guide tubes, and the reinforcing device being 
disposed inside the group of rods and presenting a transverse extent that is less than the 
transverse extent of the array of rods. 

Claim 16 (previously presented): The assembly according to claim 15, wherein the 
reinforcing device does not extend into a peripheral layer of rods. 

Claim 17 (previously presented): The assembly according to claim 16, wherein the 
reinforcing device does not extend between the peripheral layer of rods and an adjacent layer of 
rods. 
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Claim 18 (previously presented): The assembly according to claim 15, wherein the 

reinforcing device extends longitudinally substantially as far as a spacer grid immediately above 

the reinforcing device. 

Claim 19 (previously presented): The assembly according to claim 15, wherein the 
reinforcing device defines at least one transverse flow passage above the spacer grid immediately 
beneath the reinforcing device, the passage serving to pass a cooling fluid for flowing through the 
assembly. 

Claim 20 (previously presented): The assembly according to claim 19, wherein the 
reinforcing device extends longitudinally substantially as far as the spacer grid immediately 
below the reinforcing device, and wherein the passage is formed by an opening formed through a 
bottom end of the reinforcing device. 

Claim 21 (previously presented): The assembly according to claim 19, wherein the bottom 
end of the reinforcing device is disposed at a distance from the spacer grid immediately beneath 
the reinforcing device so as to define the transverse flow passage for the cooling fluid. 

Claim 22 (previously presented): The assembly according to claim 15, wherein the 
reinforcing device is secured to at least two guide tubes. 

Claim 23 (previously presented): The assembly according to claim 15, wherein the 
reinforcing device is a substantially plane plate. 
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Claim 24 (previously presented): The assembly according to claim 23, wherein the 
reinforcing device is substantially parallel to one of faces of the group of nuclear fuel rods. 

Claim 25 (previously presented): The assembly according to claim 15, wherein the 
reinforcing device is an angle member forming at least one L-shape. 

Claim 26 (previously presented): The assembly according to claim 25, wherein the angle 
member is disposed in a corner of the group of nuclear fuel rods. 



Claim 27 (previously presented): The assembly according to claim 15, wherein the 
reinforcing device does not have a mixer arrangement for mixing the cooling fluid that is to flow 
through the assembly. 

Claim 28 (previously presented): The assembly according to claim 15, wherein the 
reinforcing device has cells for receiving the nuclear fuel rods, wherein the dimensions of each of 
the cells are greater than the diameters of the nuclear fuel rods.
